(0339-S) joined Indian Coast Guard on 09 January, 1993. 

2. During ‘Tsunami’, the officer while Commanding Indian 
Coast Guard Ship (ICGS) Bhikaji Cama, successfully rescued 
147 distressed personnel from remote islands of Nicobar in 
Operation ‘MADAD’. 

3. The officer took over the Command of ICGS Subhadra 
Kumari Chauhan on 24 August, 2009. While on Coastal 
Security patrol on 10 November, 2009, the ship received a 
message regarding Cyclonic depression which was expected 
to pass off Mumbai coast by 1800 hrs on 11 November, 
2009. The ship successfully shepherded over 200 fishing 
boats scattered all around at high seas and directed them 
to return to harbour. 

4. In the morning of 11 November, 2009, the ship was 
directed to proceed with dispatch to Oil Development Area 
(ODA) to rescue 08 persons from ODA Patrol boat ‘Seahawk-4’ 
which got caught in the route of the Cyclone and had 
machinery breakdown. However, on reaching distress 
position, 02 patrol boats ‘Seahawk-4’ as well as ‘Seahawk-3’ 
were both found tossing dangerously in heavy swells with 
machineries of both boats rendered non-operational. As the 
Ship was losing steerage while riding the huge swells, the 
officer took the helm under his own control by operating the 
control lever of water jets himself. The water jets were 
getting out of the water and steering with wheel was not 
possible. Due to the fragile Fibre Reinforced Plastic body of 
the Boats, approach towards the Boats was to be made with 
great causion, as any damage to the boats could result in 
sinking of the Patrol boats. In a nail biting operation to get 
the patrol boats alongside on the leeward side, several 
approaches were made in the heavy tossing swells and the 
entire 15 crew alongwith their Light Machine Guns and 
ammunitions were safely embarked onboard without any 
injury to the crew, loss to Government stores or damage to 
the boats.

2. On 10 November 2009, Mumbai was hit by a severe 
cyclonic storm, ‘Phyan’, causing a series of destruction. On 
11 November, 2009 at 1940 hrs, the ship sailed with dispatch 
to undertake Search & Rescue mission consequent to the 
cyclone. It was a pitch dark night and the sea was choppy. 
At about 0510 hrs on 12 November, 2009, the starboard 
lookout reported hearing of distress calls. The officer of the 
watch quickly assessed that this must be a distress call from 
someone. The ship’s boarding party was prepared to be 
lowered. 

3. Karan Singh being the crew of ship’s boarding team 
immediately prepared the ship’s Gemini to cast off the 
boarding team in the direction of the distress call. The 
boarding team heard a week call for help as it was muffled 
by the sound of sea spray and breaking waves. As directed 
by the boarding officer, Karan Singh proceeded with full 
speed in the direction of the call and located 06 survivors 
floating on net buoys. He manoeuvred the Gemini through 
the nets and debris scattered all around the survivors and 
reached close to them. 

4. During the process of rescuing, one survivor left the 
net buoy and was unable to keep himself afloat. Karan 
Singh displayed the presence of mind and extended the 
boat’s oar to the fisherman and pulled him near the Gemini. 
As soon as the person was embarked into the Gemini, he 
became unconscious. Reacting swiftly, Karan Singh quickly 
manoeuvred the Gemini out of the debris and proceeded 
with full speed towards the ship. Soon after disembarking 
survivor, he turned back, manoeuvring Gemini through 
wreckage in rough sea, recovered the • remaining 
05 fishermen.

2. On 15 January, 2010, Coast Guard Air Cushion Vessel 
H-185 was on a mission from Okha to Koteshwar in Gujarat. 
On reaching Koteshwar, Sunil Kumar Singh in the absence 
of craft’s shipwright, religiously undertook a minute and 
comprehensive post checks amidst diminishing day light, 
and observed that the craft’s skirt inner loop had detached 
from the securing hull plates to an extent of 07 feet, out of 
its total length of 14 feet due to the uprooting of hull rivets 
on account of the unfavourable sea and heavy swell enroute. 

3. Under normal conditions, repair of the same would 
have necessitated hoisting and jacking of the craft with the 
craft being rendered completely non-operational. Sunil Kumar 
Singh with innovative ideas suggested accessing the defect 
location beneath the hull bottom through a trench by digging 
the ground to reach the effected area for repairs. The job of 
digging the trench commenced by 1900 hrs and entire defect 
rectification continued overnight till the wee hours of the 
next day. He valiantly wriggled into the constructed trench 
precariously located below the hull bottom with total 
disregard to his personal safety and untiringly worked in 
the trench for more than 06 hours at a stretch and renewed 
approx 125 rivets amidst adverse condition. 

4. He successfully identified the cause of the defect and 
undertook defect rectification within available resources at 
a remote location viz. Koteshwar and ensured the craft was 
operationally available to undertake further mission as per 
schedule within a record time.
